The gracious allowance of C^laiins 26-3 1 by the Bxitmincr is acknowledged and 
apprcciaietl by the Applicants. 

1 he indication by the Rxaminer thai Claimti 2, 4, 9, 10, and 24 are objected to its being 
dependant upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limilatinns of the ba.se claim and any intervening claims is further 
acknt)wledged and appreciated. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 1JSC §102(c) 
Claims 1 , 3, 5-8, 11 , 22, 23 and 25 arc rejected imdcr 35 DSC §102(c) as being 

anticipated by Kiyotoshi *258 publication. 

Claim 1 has been amended to further recite tltc limitations contained in Claims 8 and 9, 

which tlic lixaminer indicated would be allowable ifrewrilten into independent fonn. The newly 
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amended indcpcndeni CUum I is Ihcrelore eqiiivaJcnl to dependent Claim 9 being rewritten into 
independent form lo include all of the limitalions contained in the base claim 1 and in tlic 
intervening Claim «. Claims 8 and 9 arc Cfmeelied as a. result. 

The Applicants thci-cforc respectfully submit that Claims I and 10 iire now allowable and 
a fcajnsideration for allowance ofCllaims 1 and 10 is rcspectruliy requested of the Examiner. 

Claims 3, 5-7, 1 1 , 22, 23, and 25 dqpend on tlic newly amended independent Claim 1 , 
and therefore arc likewise allowable. A reconsideration for allowance of these claims is 
respccH'ully requested of the T-xfuiiiiicr. 

Based on the foregoing, the Applicants rcspecilUlly submit thai all die pending C:iaim.s, i.e. 
CUaims I -7, 1 0, 1 1 , 22-2.S are now in condition for allowance. Such favorable action by tlie 
Rxamincr, together with Iho passage to issuance of the allowed Claims 26-31 is rcspectfuHy 
solicited from the Examiner.
